The County Superintendent of 
Schools is completing plans for 
this year’s bus driver training 
school to be held in the county 
on February 20, 21, 22 in co- 
cperation with Central Michi- 
gan College and the State De- 
partment of Public Instruction. 

P. A. Wickstrom, Central Mi- 
chigan College, will be the in- 
structor in charge. Bus drivers 
will be brought up-to-date on le- 
gislation, equipment, safety de- 
vices and other phases of driver 
responsibility. 

The State Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction believes that bus 
Griver training is asolutely es- 
sential. He is the guardian of 
thousands of Michigan children 
every school day. He is more 
than the mechanical operator of 
a vehicle; his influence on the 
children is second only to that 
of the teacher. 

The cost of the training pro- 
gram is less than 1% of the mo- 
ney spent for school transporta- 
tion and every driver should take 
part in the training program 
each year. Safety requires con- 
tinuous vigilance. 

Figures in the office of the 
county superintendent state that 
in 1953 Michigan had 4,200 
school buses in operation, carry- 
ing 325,000 children to and from 
school, 40,000,000 miles were 
covered that year. This is 1958 
and the figures would be much 
greater today. 


Train Kills 
Five Elk 


Near Here 


Five elk were killed recently 
in a series of railroad accidents 
near Vanderbilt, where the big 
oie are heavily concentrat- 
ed. 

A cow elk and two calves were 
struck by a diesel locomotive ap- 
out one mile north of Vanderbit 
in Otsego county. Two other elk 
met similar deaths earlier in the 
week in the same area. 

Michigan’s elk herd has in- 
creased rapidly in recent years 
ind is estimated at more than 
$00 animals. The herd was start- 
ed in 1918 when seven elk were 
released in Pigeon River stato 
forest near Gaylord. 

Conservation Department 
field workers say the elk have 
spread into parts of Cheboyga%, 
Charlevoix, Montmorency, Em- 
met and Alpena counties.

Later that morning as we 
rounded a curve at about mile 
222, we saw a new Pontiac sta- 
tion wagon lying on its top, with 
the occupants just crawling out 
of the windows, unharmed. 

In that we had recently pass- 
ed a highway maintenance camp, 
it seemed natural to ask them 
for help in righting the car. 
One volunteer left, but soon re- 
turned saying. it was against the 
rules of the Canadian Army to 
help tourists in distress. This 
certainly seemed contrary to the 
attitude of the U &. Army with 
which we are famillar. 

However, soon enough tourists 
had stopped to make it possible 
for the men to tip the car over 
on its wheels and repair the tires 
well enough so that the Minne- 
sota couple could return to Daw- 
son Creek under their own power 
for further repairs. 

Ivan and Jim had sufficient 
gas and oil to start them on their 
way and they left, sans a wind- 
shield or glass in the doors, but 
vowing they would return and 
somplete their trin up the Al- 
aska Highway. 

The second night out, our car- 
avan shared a cabin at mile 397. 
There was no water available 
here except by the pailful from 
the owner’s residence, and no 
bathroom facilities but a chemi- 
cal toilet located off of what ser- 
ved as a kitchen and on sort of 
an inclosed screened porch. 

It was here that we paid 85c 
for three small hot cakes and 
31.25 for two eggs to go with 
them. However, we had an oil 
burner and its heat was welcome. 
The nights and early morning 
hours were already uncomforta- 
bly cool. 

After Ivan had soaked his foot 
ind had his shot, we all retired. 
Soon we heard the screen door 
‘o the back porch bang. After a 
while, another barg. As there 
was no way of locking the back 
door, Elmer got up to investi- 
gate. 

He found Opal already peer- 
ing out into the semi darkness. 
(When we were in Alaska it was 
light until] 10:30 p.m. and morn- 
ing came early, by 2 or so.) And 
what do you suppose they saw?

Indians! Coming and going — to 
use our chemical tcilet! 

This continued most of the 
night, and only goes to show 
how the advent of civilization 
can spoil a tribe which must have 
formerly been satisfied with the 
woods. 

The next morning we left 
British Columbia and entered 
the Yukon Territory. Here we 
all hopefully purchased fishing 
licenses — and dteamed of a 
dinner of mountain trout. We 
stopped and fished unsuccessfu!- 
ly at several streams and rivers 
and decided to spend the night 
at a lodge which according to the 
Milepost was ‘‘an ideal stop for 
both lake and stream fishing,” 
with boats for hire, and even bet- 
ter, “modern plumbing.” 

The owners of this lodge were 
very honest with us though. 
They said that if the men wished, 
they could rent a boat the next 
day and go out on the mighty 
Teslin Lake (85 miles long), but 
that they wouldn’t catch any- 
thing. The fish weren’t biting. 

They suggested that instead, 
they go down to the river outlet 
back of the lodge and cast for 
grayling. So that evening, bun- 
dled up in warm clothes, for 
summer was already past in the 
Yukon the men went fishing 
while their wifes huddled on one 
nearly springless iron bed and 
wished that the oil drum which 
served to heat the dining room 
could extend its warmth to the 
second floor. One group caught 
as many fish as did the other. 

The modern plumbing servinz 
the ten rooms for rent (all full 
that evening) consisted of a toi- 
let which wouldn’t flush properly 
and a shower stall in an unheat- 
ed bathroom with a sign stating, 
“No showers after 10 p.m.” 

However each room was equip- 
ped with a pitcher and a wash- 
bowl, and the usual grubby look- 
ing, darker-than-tattle-tale-gray 
towels. 

We wondered at the time what 
all the greasy streaks were on 
the wall paper and ceiling but 
the solution didn’t dawn on us 
until later. Doc happened to re- 
call that the old fashioned me- 
thod of killing bed bugs was to 
spray with kerosene. Well, at 
east they had tried! 

The next morning we were up 
at 4 a.m. Partly because we were 
cold and uncomfortable, but 
largely because the Yukon had 
two hours difference in time 
from British Columbia. We had 
stopped for dinner they day be- 
fore at what we presumed to be 
around noon — onlv to be hand- 
ed a breakfast menu. 

The boys did minor repairs to 
all three cars and we were on 
our way again. We reached 
Whitehorse, capital of the Yu- 
kon, about noon — little dream 
ing then of the important part 
it was to play later in our trip. 

Anyway, because we had de- 
cided to take the side trip to 
Dawson City (a mere 600 miles 
or so) we had a final cup of cof- 
fee, shook hands with our trav- 
eling companions and with a 
“We'll see you in Fairbanks” we 
parted to go our separate ways. 

Perhaps here might be a good 
place to pause and attempt to 
tell you a little more about the 
physical aspect of the Alaska 
Highway itself. The Highway 
(first called the Alcan Military 
Highway) was built by army en- 
gineers as a lifeline to Alaska 
and to relieve her of the wartime 
hazards of shipping. The U. 8 
Corps of Engineers arrived with 
their equipment at the then tiny; 
frontier village of Dawson Creek 
in March 1942. 

On September 23, the actusl 
contact, or the breaking throush 
and first connection of the road 
being built from both the north 
and south took place at mile 5388 
where a tiny bridge crossed what 
is known as Contact Creek. 

But it was November 20 and 
15 below zero, that officiais 
from Alaska and Canada cut the 
ribbon that stretched across the 
frozen road at mile 1041, and 
marked the ceremony which of- 
ficially opened the Alaska High- 
way—-only EIGHT months from 
from the tme it was begun. 

The pioneer road was later 
turned over to civilian contrac- 
tors for widening und graveling 
and the replacement of the ori- 
ginal primitive log bridges with 
structures of steel. 

We were particularly impres- 
sed with the great number of 
bridges necessary in order to 
complete the gigantic task of 
constructing a highway through 
this vast wilderness. There ure 
over 150 named bridges to be 
crossed, plus innumerable others. 
Some have been replaced and re- 
built several times. 

There are all kinds of bridges 
represented, from the plain old 
log and abutment design te the 
latest in suspension types. Ali 
the more recent ones appear to 
be quite permanent in design 
and structure. 

As we have indicated, the 
Highway itself, while dusty, is 
in much better condition that. 
the roads of northern Alberta. 
In fact, except for its twists, 
turns, cutbacks and sharp cor- 
ners (due to the necessity of 
climbing mountains) cost of it 
compares quite favorably with 
the gravel roads of our Living- 
ston County — except that the 
roadbeds are wider. 

Repair work is going on con- 
tinually because, of course, there 
are so few months in a year 
when weather permits such act- 
ivity. 

There is only one road, with 
probably not more than a half 
a dozen turn-offs in its entire 
11527 miles, so it is practically | 


impossible to become 
spite of dust blindness. 


But because there is only one 
road, there are no detours. Thus, 
when it becomes necessary +o 
lepair a bridge, replace a cu- 
vert, blast out a mountain side 
or a mountain ‘slide, traffic 
Waits. Sometimes, they tell us, 
it waits for several days. We 
were never held up for any 
great length of time on any one 
cceasion. 

Some sections of the highway 
wind and curve without appar- 
ent reason and sections are gra- 
dually being rerouted, for tne 
road is rapidly becoming an im- 
portant artery of commerce and 
travel a link between the in- 
dutsry of the U. S. and the na- 
tural resources of Alaska. 

Along the entire length of the 
highway lies a natural beauty 
such as probably can be seen 
from an automobile no place else 
in the world. The Highway goes 
through an area slightly larger 
than the following countries of 
Europe combined: England, Ire- 
land, Scotland, Wales, France, 
Spain, Norway, Sweden, Finland, 
Belgium and Switzerland. 

Because of this large coverage 
it contains widely varying cli- 
matic conditions and physical 
features. There are fertile roll- 
ing valleys, forested pleateaus 
and desolate tundra far above 
the timberline where nothing 
grows but moss. 

There are regions of long and 
lovely fjord like lakes. There are 
waterfalls. rapids and rushing 
hurrying little streams, all be- 
coming a part of the wide head- 
waters and innumerable tribn- 
taries of the vast river systems 
of the northwest. 

The water is clear and cold. 
green, blue and aquamarine; or 
in other sections, cloudy white 
with glacial silt and volcanic ash. 
Many of the lakes are so cold 
that it is claimed no one can 
survive in them for longer than 
half an hour. And the rivers ra- 
cing and foaming through their 
rock-strewn channels are fright- 
ening and awe inspiring when 
one stands and watches them and 
considers their potential power. 

Although the temperature has 
been officially recorded as 80

Bust Jordan 


Thaw Pipes 
With Water 
Not Flame 


If you have to thaw water 
pipes this winter, don’t do it 
with a blow torch. 

Don’t try it with lye or drain 
solvents either. 

With a blow torch or open 
tlame, there’s too great a danger 
of starting a fire in the cobwebs 
and dust particles around pipes, 
warns Michigan State safety spe- 
cialists. And with lye, the pipe 
area above the frozen part would 
corrode without doing much 
thawing of ice. 

The most practical pipe thaw 
mebthod for most farm homes is 
hot water poured on several lay- 
ers of cloth wrapped around tae 
pipe. Thermal tape does a good 
job, too, and it’s inexpensive. In- 
frared heat lamps will work— 
the ones with red glass in front 
are the better. 

One of the best gadgets for 
taking care of frozen pipes, tho, 

is a farm-type welder — if it’s 
in a handy place. 

Just put the ground clamp on 
the pipe four feet ahead of the 
clectrode.. Turn the switch on 
for 20 seconds a time—no long- 
er for a farm type welder — and 
the four-foot pipe area will heat 
up like an electric cable. Don’t 
cverheat the pipe.
